To Change the Civil service Laws. 

Many assaults are being made upon the 
civil service laws these days. 

Mr. Martin, of Indiana, has a bill pro 
viding that employes of the govern- 
the civil service, shall 
serve four years after which time 
they may be reappointed for another four 
years, but after that they are ineligibie for 
further service. Mr. Martin says such a 
law would remove such men who are ufit 
for service, where, under the present law, 
it is difficult to remove them. 

Mr. De Armand of Missouri, has intro- 
duced a bill to suspend for oue year after 
cach presidential inauguration, all civil ser- 
vice regulations, That would practically 
amount to repealing, the law, but it has 
many advocates, 

The Eight Hour Law. 


Among the many important measures 
now pending before congress, but few, if 


any, have greater merit than that concern- 


ing the claims of laborers and mechanics, 
arising: under the national eight hour law. 
These claimants are numerous in cities 
where. government works are located. The 
greater portions of these claims arose dur- 


ing the administration of President Hayes, 


when the army and navy officers in charge 
of the government works, on account of 
their extreme prejudice against the eight 
hour law, refused to enforce it, defied con- 
gress and in some instances, the orders from 
the heads of the departments, relying upon 
some technical point of defense for their 
action. The men were compelled to work 
ten hours per day during six months of each 
year for five years, and only received the 
same amount of pay they received the 
other six months of those years when they 
worked but eight hours per day. They 
worked and received their pay under protest, 
but were told by the officers that they must 
either continue to work ten hours per day 
or quit work, and that they would have 
to look to congress to settle the differences 
as was done in a similar case when the 
law was not enforced during the administra- 
tion of President Johnson. The statute of 
limitations has long since barred these 
claims out of the courts, and the claimants 
are now simply asking that the bar of the 
statute may be removed for a short time, 
that their case may be fairly presented and 
determined upon its merits. 

No less than seven favorable reports have 
been made by committees of the senate and 
house, upon bills providing for the ad- 
justment of these claims, but none of these 
bills were ever enacted into laws. In the 
fiftieth congress the senate passed a bill 
referring the claims to the court of claims 
for adjudication; the same bill was debated 
at length in the house but was not voted 
upon; in the fifty-first congress a similar 
bil. was passed by. ihe house after, several 
day’s discussion and the same bill was de- 
bated for everal days in the semate but a 
final vote was not reached. 

The act which seeks to relieve the work- 
men will probably soon be reported to the 
senate by Mr. Carey, of Wyoming. It is 
as follows: 

“That the statute of limittion shall not 
be interposed in any suit brought by any 
laborer, workman, or mechanic in the court 
of claims against the United States to re- 
cover wages claimed to be due them under 
the national eight-hour law; provided, that 
such suits shall be commenced within three 
years from the passage of this act. And 
provided further, that any number of claim- 
ants may join in the same suit, and the 
court may find in favor of some and against 
some, as in law and equity may be right, 
and both the claimants and the United 
States shall have the right to appeal to the 
spreme court of the United States irre 
spective of the amount claimed.” 

Silver Prodaction Decrvasing. 


The report of the director of the mint, 
Leech, as to the production of silver in this 
country, is awaited with much interest. 
It is expected to be made about the middle 
of next month and the western silver men 
are predicting that it will show a big fall- 
ing off in the production of silver in this 
country. The Idaho senators declare that 
the product in that state will be reduced 
one-half and the South Dakota senators re- 
port a falling off of nearly 4,000,000 ounces 
in the product at Leadville. Similar re 
ports come from other silver-producing 
states and it is predicted that the product 
for the United States will be nearly 10,000,- 
000 ounces less than that of 1891, which 
was sometbing more than 58,000,000 ounces 
of fine silver.

IN ORDER 70 GET A CLEAR MAJORITY 


On Joint Ballot Without Calling 
Upon Democrats. 


| TWO REPUBLICANS OUSTED YESTERDAY 


Upon the Report of the Elections Com- 
mittee—The Latest Political News 
from Other Western States. 


Topeka, Kas., January 19.—Republican 
senators and representativés met in joint 
session this morning and balloted for state 
printer. None of the democrats were pres- 
ent, and although a solid vote was cast for 
Crane, the republican nominee, he did not 
receive a constitutional majority. The re 
publican house then adjourned until 2 
o’clock and the populists began the un- 
seating process. The populist elections 
committee reported in favor of unseating 
Kline, republican from Jackson county, and 
seating Shellenbarger, populist. In Reno 
county, Dix, republican, was ousted and 
Mitchell, populist, seated. The. grounds 
were the same ip both cases. In Jackson 
county the town of Holton, and in Reno, 
the town of Dickerson were not mentioned 
in the legislative apportionment two years 
ago, and although they are in the center of 
their legislative districts, the populist com- 
mittee held that their votes should not be 
counted. In the senate similar tactics will 
be followed, and by this means the popu- 
lists will have a clear majority on joint 
ballot without the aid of the democrats. 


LOOKS WELL IN MONTANA 


Where a Democrat Will Probably 
Elected. 


Helena, Mont., January 19.—The event 
of today in the senatorial contest was the 
receipt by W. A. Clark, one of the candi- 
dates, of a telegram signed by sixty-four 
senators and representatives in congress 
urging him to take no step that would jeop- 
ardize the election of a democrat to suc- 
ceed Sanders. Although they do not say 
so, the plain inference is that they wish 
him to get out of the field the moment he 
sees that he has no cliance to win himself 
and there is said to be a strong sentiment 
in Washington in favor of the election of 
Dixon before the end of the week. Sixty- 
eight votes were cast in the ballot today as 
follows: Sanders, 32; Clark, 23; Dixon, 
11; Collins, 2. Davidson, the sick demo- 
crat, is so improved that he can be brought 
into the house at any time his vote is nec- 
essary. With him the democrats only need 
one of the poptlists to give them a majority 
on joint ballot, and this one they have in 
Beecher, who bas annownced-in the last 
few hours that he will vote for any demo- 
erat for United States senator the demo- 
crats may agree upon. 


FOUR MORE WISCONSIN BALLOTS 


With the Change of but One Vote—Brage 
Gaining. 

Madison, Wis., January 19.—Four more 
ballots were taken for senator at the session 
of the caucus this afternoon, there being 
but one change from the vote of 31 for 
Mitchell, 27 for Bragg, 20 for Knight and 
1 for Dodge cast last night. On the fifth 
ballot Bragg géined one vote, that of Ap- 
ple, of Racine, who has heretofore cast his 
vote for Dodge. The. caucus then ad- 
journed until 8 o’clock this evening. 

Upon reassembling four more ballots 
were taken, Mitchell gaining two votes 
from Knight, making the eleventh ballot 
as follows: Mitchell, 33; Bragg, 28;

Richmond Terminal Will Oppose the 
Central’s Plan. 

MR. OAKMAN PREDICTS FPS FAILURE 


His Company Has Had Experience 
with Reorganizations. 


51000 SHARES SOLD IN A DAY 


Some Movement Is on Foot, but It Is Not 
Likely That Milton Smith Is Be- 
hind It. 


New York, January 19.—(Special.)—The 
Richmond Terminal directors are making 
arrangements to enter a vigorous protest 
against the proposed scheme of reorgani- 
zation of the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company, of Georgia} as outlined by 
the reorganization committee, of which 
Mr. H. B. Hollins is chairman, and 
lodged with the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany for ratification. 

The Commercial Advertiser has a story 
today, showing the position of the Termi- 
nal people,.in which it says: 

The Richmond and West Point Termi- 
nal Compahy owns about $4,200,000 
worth of Georgia Centra] stock, which is 
a controlling interest, but has for some 
months been unable to administer the 
affairs of the adjunct road, and the work 
has been done by a receiver, who, it 
is claimed, is antagonistic to the Rich- 
mond Terminal interests. The reorgani- 
zation scheme, it is claimed, is a plot to 
place the Georgia Central railroad outside 
the jurisdiction of the Richmond Term- 
inal Company by a large issue of new 
stock. The plan has been approved by 
the Georgia Central road’s receiver, and 
the reorganization committee has full 
power to get it in working order if it 
can. Much is left to its judgment, and, 
if sufficient deposits are placed with 
the Mercantile Trust Company to war- 
rant. reorganization in the committee's 
opinion, it can go ahead, but those inter- 
ested in Richmond terminal affairs are 
convinced that the scheme will meet 
with no substantial support. It is the 
purpose of the committee to form an 
underwriting syndicate to carry out the 
project and guarantee it, and particularly 
to secure the conversion of the tripartite 
bonds and of the floating debt into the 
securities of the new company. 

Chairman Hollins, of the reorganization 
committee, declined to. discuss the scheme 
further than to give an outline of it.

There is a story 
current that the Louisville people are buy- 
ing Richmond Terminal with a view to 
affecting the final reorganization plans of 
that system. A permgnent dismemberment 
of the Richmondi Terminal system might 
lead to fruitless and costly rate controver- 
sies among southern railroads. To avoid this 
the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation has been vainly endeavoring to 
complete methods and plans for more har- 
monious action. 

On the exchange today, Richmond and 
Terminal suddenly moved up 1 per cent 
on an increased demand. Individual buying 
orders of 1,000 to 5,000 shares having been 
executed by several brokers. Fifty-one 
thousand shares in all were sold within 
3,000 of the largest sales of the day. It is 
a long time since the Richmond Terminal 
has occupied such a position in the market, 
and the heavy purchases were supplemented 


by rumors of improvement in the company’s 


affairs.

Without premonition and before Mr. 
Avant and his fair companion had an 
oppotunity of reulizing what had _ trans- 
pired, Miss Lova was accosted in a quiet, 
civil manuer by a man with a question 
“Is this Miss Love? The abruptness o 
the approach startled the young lady, who 
turned suddenly around, confronting the 
person.

Mr. Gordon’s Speech. 


Mr. Gordon was greeted with warm ap- 
plause.

After speaking of the pleasure of meet- 
ing, on Georgia soil, with brethren who had 
met to cherish tue memory of the old 
dominion and her great son, he said: 

Aud yet it may not be annss amid.a gather- 
ing of Virginia’s children to express#a thought 
which has been expressed at other times and 
by lips far more eioquent than mine, and it 
is this: That of the long list of glorious names 
Which America has furnished to the history of 
the world, it was our mother’s fortune to fur- 
nish the two who ied that mighty band—the 
two ecbtiracters that tower in complete and 
rounded stature over all their great compatri- 
ots—the Custor and Poliux of our nation’s his- 
tory—the “Great Twin Berethren’’ who will 
ride down the centuries leading the van guard 
of our army of inimortality, chiefs of the 
deathless husts of patriots, soldiers, philoso- 
phers and siatesmen Who put life to heroic 
uses and battied for noble ends, the two of 
this continent incomparable and unrivaled are 
George Washington and Robert Edward Lee.

President Hamilton Douglas, upon ris- 
ing to introduce the toast-list of the even- 
ing, read a most felicitous letter from Col- 
onel Thomas . Carter, formerly of At- 
lanta, now of Waskington, D. C., who was 
the first president of the Atlanta Virginia 
Society: In cloxing the letter, Colonel Car- 
ter proposed the toast: “The man whose 
birthday we celebiate:” . 

“OY good gray head which all men knew! 

O voice from which their omens ait men drew! 

O iron nerve to trug, occasion true! 

© fallen at lengfi That tower of strength 

Which stood four square to all the Win@s 
that blew!”’ 

(Cheers.) ‘ 

President Donglas also read the following 
telegram from Geucial W. Gordon McCabe, 
commander of the A. P. Hill confederate 
veterans of Petersburg, Va., and who was 
the orator for ths scciety in 1891: 

Thanks for invitations and greetings of fhe 
Virginians as they gather to honor the mem- 
ory of the foremost captain of our times. 
“whatever record lesns to light he never 
shall be shamed.’’ € tt applause.) 

After this came the silent standing toast 
of honor to Lee, announced as follows: 

1. The Memory of Kobert E. Lee: 

“Forth from its scabbard, pure and bright, 

Flashed the sword of Lee; 

Nor purer sword led braver band, 
Nor braver bled for a brighter land, 
Nor brighter land had a cause so grand, 

Nor cause a chief like Lee.’’ 

(Drank standing and in silence.) 

Then President Douglas announced that 
another toast of reverence would be drank 
to the memory of the lamented T. Stephen 
Moseley, who died here in Atlanta, it will 
be remembered, since the last celebration, 
and, who was in his lifetime one of the most 
esteemed associates of the society. 

2. “rhe Orator of the Day’’—Who has 
brought us an elegant tribute to our great 
chiftain, clothed in the choicest flowers of 
rhetoric.—Hon. James Lindsav Gordon, 

The handsome young Virginian rose, 
flushed by the fervor of his welcome, and re- 
sponded in graceful terms of appreciation. 
He happily thanked his fellow Virginians 
for the cordiality of their hospitality. He 
said he would be proud to tel) the friends 
back at home that these Virginians in this 
splendid city of the south are still true to 
the traditions of the old mother state. He 
took occasion to pay an eloquent tribute 


‘ to the private confederate soldier—the gray- 


clad bero who fought for his convictions 


_to a bitter defeat or a glorious death that 
spared him such humiliation. 


His closing 
words were full of tenderness and pathos. 
3. °“Georgia’’+Indissolubly bound to  Vir- 
ginia by the glorious memories”of the revolu- 
tion of °76, and the struggle for constitutional 
freedom in ’61.—Governor William J. Northen. 
Governor Northen responded gloriously 
and accepted the designation of being a 
thorough-going democrat. He had not had 
the distinction to be born in Virginia, but 
he was descended from North Carolina 
and his father, in handing down democratic 
principles, had put enough tar along with 
them to make them stick. (Applause.) He 
had a sincere admiration for the Virginia 
Society and the glorious principles of gov- 
ernment its eloquent orator of the day had 
so splendidly enunciated. He wished 
that every state represented in At- 
Janta had a society equally and as 
zealously devoted to the permanent estab- 
lishment of those principles, 7 

Wiile 1 am thoioughly reconstructed, I 
have no regret for the past. If it should 
become necessar’ again that blood and 
treasure should be spent to maintain great 
principles of self-gcxernment and civil lib- 
erty, let blood aud treasure be spent. He 
was proud to see so many of the young 
men of Virginia, as well as of the whole 
south, thus devoted to the defense of right- 
eous government and constitutional liberty. 

4. “The Gate City of the South’’—Phoenix- 
like, she has risen from the desolation of 
war to command its commerce; she stands 
for good government and pure politics, and 
cordially welcomes true Virginians.—The 
Mayor, Hon. John B. Goodwin. 

Mayor Goodwin spoke with humor and 
pith. He would have made a more elab- 
orate speech nad not the governor of Geor- 
gia first spoken so eloquently of Georgia— 
‘and we who live in this city have always 
regarded Georgia as 8 large and important 
part of Atlanta.’’ (Cheers.) He paid a grace- 
ful tribute to the good work and loyalty 
of the Virginians who have  be- 
come factors in the  upbuilding and 
progress of the city. His .henor 
also alluded with pride to the commercial 
aud general interest of the city and magni- 
fied the position occupied in all lines of our 
development by galldnt sons of Virginia. 
In closing he complmented the’ orator of 
the day most gracefully. 

5. “Lee and the New South’’— 

He was a chieftain who “‘bore the flag of a 
nation’s trust, 
And fell in a cause though lost, still just, 
\And died for you and me.” 
—Rey. Father Benjamin J. Keiley. 

Father Keiley spoke with rare good hu- 
mor. He took to himself the eulogy of the 
private soldier, because he claimed to be 
the only private in the company. (Laughter). 
All the others were colonels, majors and or- 
derly sergeants. As to the toast it@lf, he 
asked, “What has Lee to do with the new 
south?” He told an amusing anecdote that 
illustrated his feelings comwcerning the re- 
sults of the war, and recited some of the 
post-bellum rhymes of the old gray heroes 
that set the table in a roar. Father heiley 
then related that a vision of the things 
that now are, had it been recited twenty- 
five years ago, would have been deemed 
the vagary of a disordered brain. Yet these 
things are today, and they are the 
new south. (Cheers.) “But where does 
General Lee come in for the illustration, 
or explanation of this toast, I see in the great 
and eternal principles which guided him 
the real basis of our peace and prosperity of 
today—the principles and practice of home 
rule and constitutional liberty. (Cheers.) 
A few years ago there were gathered in 
Richmond hosts of men from every state 
in the south, and in that vast assemblage 
there was not a man drawing a pension 
from the United States treasury, thank 
God. (Cheers.) They were there to do 
honor to the name _ of Robert E. Lee.” 
(Cheers.) Father Keiley then read a letter 
from General Lee to General Longstreet 
after the war, showing how General Lee 
felt as to the duty of southern men after 
the conflict was over and the duties of 
peace were pressing upon the leaders of 
the south. Jn reading this letter he also 
paid a touching tribute to Longstreet, which 
was greeted with cheers. The speech of 
Father Keiley was the veritable gem of the 
evening and will linger as a vivid memory 
with the Virginians for years to come. 

&. “The War Between the States’’—Not re- 
bellion, but a struggle for  constitutiénal 
liberty.—Colonel. John Milledge. 

Colonel John Milledge — said_he was a 
brother-in-law to the Virginia Society, for 
in the warhe made more than lost, for he 
captured a Virginia girl for his wife. (Ap- 
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that led to the late war was eoncl 
with an eloquent tribute to southern valor) 
and patriotism as learned in the ous: 
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7. “The _Confederate Veteran’’—May the 
memory of his illustrious deeds in defending 
his fatherland, forever abide with posterity— 
President Confederate Veterans’ Associatio 
Hon William L. Calhoun. 

Captain William D. Ellis responded in 
the absence of Colonel Calhoun with sen- 
timents of praise and eulogy of Lee and the 
Virginians. His words were chastely 
chosen and ‘the rtraiture of the 
great southern leader was exquisitely 
drawn. address was a jewel of ap- 
preciation from the brain and heart of a 
gallant soldier, who lingers bebind the 
passing over of his great commander. It 
was heartily cheered as it deserved to be. 

8. “Atlanta, Our Adopted Home’’—None of 
her citizens love her more devotedly or are 
more ready to promote her interests, or re- 
joice more heartily in her prosperity, than 
we Virginians.—Captain E. 8. Gay. 

Captain Edward 8S. Gay made the re 
sponse in those choice terms and with that 
fervor that are characteristic of this court- 
ly Virginian. He spoke with vigorous 
praise of the great names and great events 
of Virginia history and said patriotism and 
the noblest instincts of true manhood are 
augmented by these occasions when “men 
ause to honor the memories of their il-

on in the hallowed traditions an 
history of the peerless old commonwealth.— 


Dr. J. William Jones. 

Doctor J. William Jones received an 
ovation as he rose and made one of those 
rare and juicy speeches for which he has 
an _ established fame throughout — 
south. Passing readily from choicest 
wit to sentiments of loving regard for the 
grand Old Dominion, Dr. Jones roused the 
company into high enthusiasm by his elo- 
quence and pathos. 

Volunteer speakers were then called upon 
and the early morning hours caught the 
happy company still in joyous humor. 
When the breaking up came the occasion 
was unanimously voted one of the most 
pleasant and profitable of the society’s 
anniversaries. It will be a jeweled event 
in every memory there.

by ex-Commander John Murphy. Dr. Ho 
then delivered a touching lecture on the 
life, character and services of General Lee.

Some kind of reform is cer- 
tainly needed in our elections. Other 
states, north and south, after years of 
experience, have adopted, in one form 
or another, the Australian system of 
voting. It is now in force, in various 
modified forms, in more than half the 
states, and the people generally are 
satisfied with it. It might be given at 
least a trial in Georgia. The press is 
clamoring for it, or some kind of law 
that will be beneficial and remedy the 
evils complained of in our present voting 
system. 

The attention of the legislature is be- 
ing called to the matter, and our con- 
temporaries unite in an appeal to it for 
the enactment of a law that will achieve 
the results desired. Perhaps the legisla- 
ture will take the matter under consider- 
ation, and, if it does, we will probably 
have purer elections in future. It cer- 
tainly merits the attention of our legis- 
lators.

Ballot reform is evidently needed in 
Georgia, and Georgia seems determined 
to have it. : 


The Survival of the Fittest. 


In Georgia it is a square issue between 
mutton and mongrels. 

The experiences of Messrs. Quick and 
Sprague while endeavoring to establish 
sheep ranches in Georgia, ending in their 
complete surrender to the dominancy of 
the dogs, have been widely commented 
upon throughout the country by leading 
journals. 

The comments were not, of course, 
complimentary to the state and its an- 
cient policy of inaction against the cur- 
dog nuisance. On the contrary, it is a 
puzzle everywhere that so enlightened 
and progressive a people as the Georgians 
should longer remain under this costly 
species of hound-dog hypnotism. 

It is notorious that 95 per cent of the 
dogs that lay around the farmhouses 
and laborers’ cabins in this state are of 
a low and measley type, worthless for 
any purpose on earth except to bark at 
passers-by and bay the moon. The foxes 
are far between in Georgia in these days; 
the ‘coon is almost a stranger and the 
festive ’possum is getting annually fewer. 
Neither flesh nor pelts of all three 
animals are taken in Georgia any year 
equal in value to the flocks and enter- 
prise of either of the gentlemen whom 
the sheep-killing dogs have ostracised. 
Theirs are typical cases and they warn 
our legislators that valuable industries 
and a valuable class of citizens will be 
barred from settlement in Georgia so long 
as our laws prefer dogs to sheep-raising 
and wovlen factoring. It has been plain- 
ly pointed out to us by the experiences 
of other communities that the protection 
afforded by the laws to destructive eurs 
préduce.a four-fold injury, viz: 

1. It prevents sheep-raising upon any 
general scale of enterprise and this de- 
stroys utterly one of the most productive 
industries that an American state can 
foster. 

2. It renders it costly and difficult to 
redeem waste lands that might be easily 
reclaimed to fertility through the agency 
of sheep pasturing. 

3. It thus tends to diminish the value 
of such lands and make them the pos- 
sessions, or squatting grounds, of the 
thriftless dog-raisers and so drives away 
all desirable settlers. 

4. It discourages enterprise upon the 
part of the really industrious and pro- 
gressive people of the vicinage and thus 
relegates the community to a dead level 
of old processes and customs. 

No argument is needed to support any 
or all of the above propositions. They 
conclude the case against the bench-legs 
and brindles, and no intelligent legislator 
in this state ought to ever again raise 
his voice or cast a vote against the pro- 
posal to exterminate the sheep-killers 
and immigrant-ousters. 

Whatever dogs are useful or valuable 
for purposes of sport, protection, or breed- 
ing, can be protected and can easily afford 
to pay for their right to exist in the com- 
munity. All other breeds of the dog 
kind that prowl and prey should be put 
under the full ban of the law. The press 
and people of Georgia who are really 
interested in building up our wasted 
lands, peopling our farming lands, causing 
mills and factories to utilize our abundant 
water powers and encourage the growing 
of “the golden fleece” of the fortunes 
that lie in the wool industries, should 
take up this long-delayed war upon the 
dogs and push it to @ signal victory. 


How About a Panic? 


The Boston Herald prints a letter | 


written by a London banker to one of 
his correspondents in Boston in regard to 
silver ligislation in the United States. 
This banker says that gloomy fears 
abound in Europe. There is an expecta- 
tion among bankers there that the silver 
purchase law ig to be repealed, and_ that 
the repeal will result in a further fall in 
the price of silver. “I trust much,” says 
this London banker, “that the govern- 
ment will not legislate in a panic, and 
so do some serious mischief to India, 
and, by reaction, on us here.” 

The Herald prints this letter of the 
London banker, and comments on it to 
the extent of a column. Its treatment 
of the matter is extremely curious, 
especially the manner in which it 
misses the suggestion which we have 
quoted above. “The London banker,” 
remarks The Herald, “says he hopes that 


our government will not legislate in a 


panic, and so do. some serious mischief 
to India, and, by reaction, to the financial 
interests in England. Clearly,” The 
Herald continues, “we cannot afford, 


much as we might regret serious mischief 


to India and to England, to jeopardize our 
own currency system.” i, 
We are of the opinion that this declara- 
tion is about the coolest and most 
unmistakable declaration of the pur- 
poses of the gold monopolists. The 
whole tone of The Jterald’s article shows 
that the repeal of the silver law would 
be so “beneficial” that it would be worth 


doing, even if the panic da by: the

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may be sure that this is the attitude of 
the goldolators who are now trying to 
use the democratic party in congress to 
carry out their purposes. They desire 
to set up the gold standard more: firmly 
than ever, even if the effect plunges the 
country in a panic, and one of their 
agents, The Boston Herald, distinctly 
avows ft. Whatever event depreciates 
the price of silver increases the value of 
gold, but the repeal of the silver law 
would go further than this. It would not 
only depreciate silver to the lowest point 
possible, but would cut off all issues of 
treasury notes. The present law is in- 
jecting into the business of the country 
about four millions a month, and one of 
the favorable results is to be seen in 
the reports of prosperity made by the 
commercial agencies. This issue would 
cease with the repeal of the silver act, ‘ 
and then the process of contraction—the 
process that resulted in the great panic 
of 1873—would begin. Where would it 
end ? 

When The Boston Herald says that the 
results of the repeal of the silver law 
would be “beneficial,” even if they breed 
a panic here whose disastrous . effects 
would be felt in India and England, it is 
speaking seriously. It is speaking for its 
patrons, the gold monopolists of the east. 
Not since the war has there been a period 
of panic that did mot carry enormous 
profits to the pockets of those who are 
called the gold monopolists by Henry 
Clews, of Wall street. The Herald, there- 
fore, is justified in speaking flatly and 
plainly in behalf of the interests it serves. 
It is justified in saying that, while it 
“might regret serious mischief to India” 
as the result of a financial convulsion in 
this country, it is nevertheless not only 
willing, but anxious, that a panic should 
be brought on in this country if that is 
the only road to the setting up of the 
gold standard here, If this is not what 
The Herald means, then its statement 
has no meaning. 

We may take it for granted, therefore, 
that this is the programme of the gold 
monopolists—to use the democrats in 
congress to carry out their mercenary 
mreasures—to’ employ the representatives 
of the people to strike their constituents 
the deadliest blow that has ever been 
leveled at them. Even from Wall street 
come warning voices, but these seem to 
have no effect. The gold monopolists 
have mustered for the fight, and their 
movement is right onward through panic 
and ruin. That is the programme, and 
all that stands in its way is the influence 
of such democrats as propose to stand 
up for the interests of their people. - 

What does the democratic party pro- 
pose to do when, after aiding in the re- 
peal of the silver act and giving the 
gold monopolists complete control of 
financial legislation, it wakes up some 
fine morning and finds a disastrous panic 
on its hands? Will its keaders be able to 
stem the tide of public indignation? Will 
they be able to explain their surrender 
to the money power of the east? 

These and other questions that suggest 
themselves are important enough to give 
the democrats who represent the south» 
and west in congress food for serious

Can’t See the Joke. 


Editor Constitution—In your issue of the 
18th instant there was published an inter- 
view with Major Slaton, superintendent of 
the public schools, which is certainly mislead- 
ing to the public and surely your reporter 
must have misuoderstood the major in his 
statements. The apportionment made by the 
city council for the year 1893 is the largest 
ever made. Last year the council gave the 
board of education $152,300, out of which the 
schools were maifitained handsomely, the new 
Edgewood Avenue school, costing over $20,- 
OUU, was erected, and the Roach school, cost- 
ing $2,500, was also bought. Tnis 
council apportioned $160,000 to the board of 
education, making $7,700 more than for fhe 
year 1892. 

The board of education asked for $200,000, 
but the council in their wisdom could not 
grant it without doing injury to some other 
department of the city government, none of 
them getting as much as they wanted. In 
the amount asked for the schools was $20,000 
to purchase a lot whereon to erect a Boys’ 
High school; $10,000 to purchase a lot to 
erect & grammar _ school i buildi to 
take the place of the Marietta scaool, 
and $24,000 to purchase a lot and erect a new 
riage cong school building. These three items 
or the erection of school buildings and pur- 
chase of lots aggregate $54,000. This amount 
deducted from the $200,000 asked for leaves 
$146,000 to pay teachers, run the schools, re- 
pairs and everything asked for by the 
of education, including the rent and mainte- 
hance of the Boys’ High school and two over- 
flow schools, one on each side of the rail- 
roads, to accommodate the five hundred chili- 
dren who could not get seats in the schools 
last year. It will thus be seen that not a 
single teacher will have to be dismissed this 
year for want of money, but, on the con- 
trary, money has been provided to pay all 
who taught in the schools lag year, and in 
addition to pay the teachers for the two 
overfiow schools, which is a new feature, for 
this year. Besides furnishing all the money 
asked for by the board of education to main- 
tain the schools as above stated, the council

This small im- 
provement, our cables say, was on account of the light 
demand from the trade for cotton and the larger re- 
ceipts at Bombay. So far the Indian crop does not 
show the decrease expected from the poor crop ac- 
r counts of November.

THE SNOW SHOVEL DOES ITS WORK 


How the Roads Met the Crisie—The Snow 
Is Melting Away, and Unless Anoth- 
er Comes All Will Be Well. 


Unless a fresh snow comes before this 
one disappears, the roads in this section will 
get along very well.

The superintendent wired orders for 
two locamotives to start out from each end 
of his division. This was to clear the track 
as much as possible. Each engine carried 
a few box cars. Had it not been for this 
the line would have become impassable. 

The vestibule with General Wayne Mc- 
Veigh’s private party did not reach here 
until 3 o’clock yesterday morning, eleven 
hours overdue. The passengers realized that 
the storm was something unusual and took 
their delay in good spirit. Yesterady the 
Richmond and Danville got its trains through 
in better shape. The south bound trains 
were behind, but they will be about all right 
today, barring storms. 

Superintendent Winder, of the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern, sent out an impro- 
vised snow plow to keep the track in his 
division clear.

A FAMILY FUED. 


His Wife's Father Isa Brother of the Man 
He Killed. 


Sheriff Jerry B. Hewell was in the city 
yesterday, and will remain here for several 
days yet. He is staying away from his 
home under the advice of friends, waiting 
for the excitement @roused by the killing of 
McEachern to die out. 

Hewell is not staying away because he 
fears harm, but because he wants no re- 
newal of the difficulty. He is known to be 
a brave man, but he is well aware of the 
fact were he at home now blood would 
almost surely be spilled. 

A terrible and deadly feud has grown 
out of the tragedy already, and it will 
take years to wipe it out. The feud is 
made all thé more bitter because it is a 
family affair. One of Sheriff Hewell’s 
worst enemies made by the killing is his 
wife’s father, Archibald MecEachern. It 
was his brother who was killed, and he is 
mad, extremely mad, with his son-in-law. 
He came to Atlanta on the day of the in- 
quest and was a spectator of the proceed- 
ings held at Patterson’s undertaking estab- 
Vighment. From remarka he mada that 
day which have since been communicated 
to Sheriff Hewell, it is plain that he will 
be unrelenting in his enmity to Hewell. 

A Witter feeling was already existing be- 
tweén Hewell and his father-in-law, grow- 
ing out of the recent election. D. N. Mc- 
Eachern, a brother-in-law of Hewell’s, 
was the third party candidate for sheriff 
against Hewell, ar@ all the McEacherns 
were arrayed for him as the third party 
nominee. The fanatical party craze which 
has done more to estrange families than any 
other political faith ever known, fe in its 
deadly work in this campaign and relation- 
ships were forgotten. ewell was as bit- 
terly opposed as if his wife had been no 
relative of the McEacherns.

Taken at President Hayes by 
a Georgian, 


AN INCIDENT. OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


The Two Men Came Together Afterwards 
in the White House—The Cabinet As 
First Constructed. 


Which Was 


‘The late President Hayes was at one 
time the target of a Georgia confederate. 

It was only by a scratch that his life was 
saved, and that the Ohio colonel afterwards 
became president. 

The scene was on the Gouley river, in 
West Virginia, end the Georgian who took 
aim was General William Phillips, of Ma- 
rietta, and the time was in 1861. 

For some days General ‘Floyd had been 

skirmishing with Genera] Cox’s Ohio troops 
at the “Hawk’s Nest,” a picturesque and 
majestic monument of wooden rocks, rising 
over a thousand feet from the river road, 
at a point ten miles below the Gouley. 
, One fine morning, General, then Colonel 
William ¥hillips heard the bugle blast near 
the ““Hawk’s Nest” across the river, and an 
Ohio colonel, at the head of his regiment, 
rode out into the river a good distance, as 
the rocks shelved gradually; and Colonel 
Phillips selected a long range rifle from one 
of his men, and raising his weapon, . took 
deliberate aim at the Buckeye soldier. The 
distance w.is great, but Phillips was a Dan- 
iel Boone, and at the crack of the rifle, 
a plume from the Qkio colonel’s high hat 
fluttered out into the water, and the officer 
dashed up the .ank out of reach. 

In 1878 General Phillips was in Wash- 
ington urging the appointment of General 
Edwards as United States marshal for 
Georgia, and during the talk, he said some- 
thing about “Hawk’s Nest’’‘in 1861, and 
his aim at an OQhio_ colonel... President 


' Hayes brightened up, and they enquired 
| into details, when the president said he 


‘was the Ohio colonel whose hat was grazed 
by Philfips’s bullet. That night General 
i‘hillips took tea at the private family ta- 
tile of the Hayes family, and the happy par- 
, went over the young romanntic days of 
‘ne war in the Kanawha valley. 

It is not generally Known, but it is a 
‘tet, that General Longstreet was offered 
i@ @®abinet portfolio of postmaster gen- 
wil in President Hayes’s cabinet. At the 
1st moment it was discovered that General 
Longstreet was an enthusiastic Blaine 
man, and as Hayes wanted John Sherman 


| to be the nominee in I880, the cabinet was 


recast and Colonel S. M. Key was appoint- 
ed to represent the ex-confederate element, 
and General Longstreet was sent as minis- 
ter to Turkey. General Longstreet is still 


for Blaine, and believes he will yet get well 


and be elected president in 1 Ex-con- 
federates like Mosby, Longstreet and 
McLaws received generous treatment un- 
der Hayes.
